feels it necessary to take up the work of 
building and eqn pping a beautiful struc- 
ture which shall be devoted entirely to, 
children and their Interests. 


It has secured a desirable location ad- 


joining the woman's building on which to 
build the children's home, but only on 
the condition that the necessary funds for 
erecting it be provided within 60 days. 


In the children's home will be presented 


the best thought on sanitation, diet, edu- 
cation, and amusements for children. A 
series of manikins will be so dressed as to 
represent the manner of clothing infants 
in the different countries of the world, 
and a demonstration will be made of the 
most healthful, qomfortable, and rational 
system of dressing and caring for children 
according to modern scientific theories; 
while their sleep ng accommodations, and 
everything touching their physical inter- 
ests will be discussed. 
Lectures will qlso be given upon the de- 


velopment of the child's nlental and moral 
nature by improved methods of 
home 


training. The building will have an as- 
sembly room, containing rows of little 
chairs, a»d a platform from which stere- 
optlcon lectures will be given to the older 
boys and girls, about foreign countries, 
their languages, manners and customs,
